Correction 

One  more  Visser 

In  our  coverage  of  past  Visser  Provincial  Basketball  Championships,  we  forgot  one  - the  first  one.  In 
1949,  under  coaches  E.C.  Amaron  and  Sam  Abbott,  the  Spartans  faced  Granby  and  Richmond  on  the 
YWCA  court  in  Sherbrooke  to  reach  the  final  against  Lennoxville  High  at  Bishop’s  University.  “[With] 
less  than  three  minutes  to  go,  Lennoxville,  having  cut  down  a comfortable  lead,  came  to  within  2 points 
of  tying  the  game.  The  pressure  was  relieved,  however,  when  the  Red-and- White  team  scored  7 points 
with  no  reply  from  last  year’s  champions.”

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Double  whammy 


The  start  of  the  2014-15  school  year  will  be  a mem- 
orable one  for  at  least  two  reasons.  First,  we  are 
enjoying  our  highest  enrollment  in  a decade,  even 
prior  to  the  recession  of  six  years  ago.  As  of  this  writing, 
there  are  218  students  in  class  (including  exchange  stu- 
dents). Moreover,  we  had  a retention  rate  of  96%  from 
the  previous  year,  well  above  the  average  75%.  Given 
the  demographic  and  economic  challenges  facing  private 
boarding  schools  across  North  America,  I strongly  be- 
lieve this  number  tells  us  we  are  doing  something  right 
at  Stanstead  College,  something  that  parents  appreciate. 

And  these  particular  students  chose  one  of  the  best  falls 
in  recent  memory  to  come  to  Stanstead.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  a brief  cold  snap,  the  entire  month  of  September 
and  the  start  of  October  was  warm,  unseasonably  warm 
in  some  cases,  including  during  Homecoming,  resulting 
in  one  of  our  best  turnouts  ever. 

Ironically,  that  one  cold  snap  coincided  with  our  junior 
school’s  camping  trip  down  in  Vermont.  In  past  years, 
the  school  has  organized  this  trip  in  the  spring,  but  this 
year  all  the  school  trips  - junior  camping, 

Quebec  City,  Ottawa,  Grade  12  university 
visits  - took  place  over  the  same  two  days 
in  September,  an  opportunity  for  new  class- 
mates to  get  to  know  each  other. 

While  the  Grade  7s  and  8 s set  up  camp  at 
the  Coutts-Moriarty  Camp  in  East  Charles- 
ton, I had  the  pleasure  of  joining  the  Grade 
9 class  as  they  set  out  to  canoe  down  the 
Clyde  River.  My  first  thought  was  that  this 
wouldn’t  end  well.  There  we  were,  17  ca- 
noes full  of  mostly  inexperienced  cano- 
ers,  some  of  them  holding  a paddle  for 
the  first  time,  many  of  them  new  to  the 


our  guide  worried  aloud  that  we  were  never  going  to 
make  it  down  river  without  tipping. 

It  was  a challenging  couple  of  days  on  the  water,  and  it 
was  definitely  a cool  night  of  camping,  but  it  was  cool  in 
the  other  sense  too.  Everyone  got  along,  everyone  pitched 
in,  did  the  work  that  needed  to  be  done  and  did  so  willing- 
ly and  with  good  cheer.  Plus,  no  one  tipped. 

Running  a school  like  Stanstead  College  is  always  a 
challenge,  especially  when  it’s  full  to  capacity  with  kids 
from  different  backgrounds  and  217  different  personali- 
ties. But  thanks  to  a spirit  of  cooperation,  the  contribu- 
tions and  support  of  our  faculty,  including  some  terrific 
new  additions  - in  other  words,  everyone  paddling  in  the 
same  direction  - it  makes  for  a great  start  to  the  year. 

And  sunshine  certainly  helps. 

I hope  you  enjoy  this  edition  of  the  Red  & White!

ent of  the  Trustees  Award  of  Merit. 

The  award  is  presented  to  an  alumnus  or  friend  of 
the  school  whose  personal  effort  has  enhanced  the  reputa- 
tion and  prestige  of  Stanstead  College  through  sustained 
and  significant  contribution  to  the  College  and  his  or  her 
community.

“She  quickly  became  a second  mother  - and  cook!  - to 
our  Chinese  students,  the  key  contact  for  our  Chinese  par- 
ents, our  teacher  and  mentor  in  all  things  Asian,  a fantastic 
fundraiser  and  a generous  benefactor,”  said  Mr.  Wolfe.  “We 
have  been  very  fortunate  to  benefit  from  Jane’s  business 
acumen,  her  wisdom,  her  limitless  generosity  and  her  gen- 
uine kindness.” 

Ms.  Zhuang  also  accompanied  Mr.  Wolfe  and  Director 
of  Advancement  Dugie  Ross  on  their  trip  to  China,  where 
she  helped  open  doors  and  navigate  social  networks.  “Her 
commitment,  work  ethic  and  indomitable  spirit  will  leave  us 
breathless  and  simply  in  awe,”  he  said.

It  its  inaugural  season,  the  team  focused  on  endurance 
training  and  then  transitioned  to  learning  and  practicing 
the  more  technical  aspects  of  lacrosse. 

The  team  had  a solid  roster  of  14  players,  most  of 
whom  transitioned  from  the  varsity  and  junior  boys 
hockey  teams.  The  team  played  a game  against  Alexan- 
der Galt  at  Coulter  Field  at  Bishop’s  University  and  one 
at  Galt.  The  team  also  participated  in  a lacrosse  clinic  at 
Coulter  with  BU’s  head  coach  and  veteran  players. 

“It  became  apparent  early  on  that  our  players  were 
ready  to  compete  against  local  high  schools,”  said  coach 
Patrick  Colomb.  “Although  we  did 
not  play  a full  schedule,  we  finished 
with  an  unbeaten  record  and  earned 
the  respect  of  many  who  watched  us 
play  and  prepare  for  games.” 

Colomb  said  the  team  is  looking 
forward  to  hosting  games  next  sea- 
son, as  well  as  continuing  its  part- 
nership with  schools  in  the  Eastern 
Townships. 


Spring  Sports 

For  the  first  time  since  2010,  the  varsity  boys 
rugby  team  captured  the  ETIAC  champion- 
ship trophy. 

With  only  BCS  and  Massey- Vanier  fielding  teams 
this  year,  it  was  another  short  season,  with  the  Spar- 
tans finding  additional  games  at  the  annual  CAIS 
tournament,  sevens  tournaments  and  against  Essex, 

Vt.  However,  the  rivalry  between  Stanstead  and 
BCS  remains  strong  and  led  to  some  fine  games. 

BCS  won  the  regular  league  title  in  a match 
against  the  Spartans.  Stanstead  had  a narrow  lead 
21-19  leading  into  the  final  minutes  until  penalties 
pushed  them  back  and  BCS  scored  to  win. 

The  teams  met  in  a rematch  days  later  for  the 
ETIAC  trophy.  Down  14-12  and  down  a player  due 
to  a yellow  card,  William  Lebel,  a Grade  10  stu- 
dent, attempted  a penalty  kick  from  25  yards  out. 

He  made  it  and  the  Spartans  won  by  a single  point. 

We’ll  let  coach  and  team  chronicler  Eric  Grenier  finish 
it  off: 

“Love  your  high  school  sports.  They  are  over  before 
you  know  it  and,  for  the  vast  majority  of  us,  they  are  the 
best  sports  days  of  our  lives.  I am  so  lucky  that  I get  to 
kind  of  relive  them  every  year  as  a coach  with  incredibly 
awesome  kids.”

Jhe  Junior  Girls  Soccer  Spartans  won  their  first-ev- 
er ETIAC  league  banner  in  an  undefeated  season, 
including  the  playoff  trophy.  Overall,  the  Junior 
Spartans  were  8-0-3,  with  a remarkable  49  goals  for  and 
only  5 against. 

Two  of  the  tie  games  were  against  Alexander  Galt,  with 
the  third  being  a scoreless  draw  against  Massey-Vanier. 
The  Spartans  faced  MVR  in  the  championship  final,  win- 
ning easily  5-0. 

Coach  Eric  Grenier  was  understandably  enthused  about 
the  performance  of  this  year’s  squad. 

“I  can’t  even  begin  to  tell  you  how  good  this  junior 
girls  team  is,”  he  wrote  in  one  of  his  many  colourful  blog 
posts.  “It  may  be  many,  many  years  before  another  team 
is  this  good.  It  may  be  the  legacy  team.  Seriously.  No 
disrespect  to  future  junior  girls  teams,  but  this  is  gonna 
be  hard  to  beat.  This  junior  girls  team  could  compete  and 
do  pretty  well  at  the  senior  level.” 

Not  to  be  outdone,  the  Senior  Girls  Soccer  Spar- 
tans were  undefeated  in  ETIAC,  winning  the 
banner  and  trophy  for  the  second  straight  year. 
(It  should  be  noted  that  Alexander  Galt  withdrew  its  se- 
nior teams  from  the  league  at  the  start  of  the  season  due 
to  internal  issues.)  But  it  gets  better:  the  girls  also  won  the 
CAIS  national  tournament  for  the  first  time  ever. 

Held  down  the  road  at  BCS,  the  girls  played  six  games 
in  three  days  in  the  12-team  tournament.  The  Spartans 
squeaked  past  St.  Clement’s  School  1-0  in  the  semi-final 
to  face  Rothesay-Netherwood  School  in  the  champion- 
ship game. 


Down  1-0  at  the  half,  Mya  Daigle  of  Newport,  Vt.  per- 
fectly placed  a direct  kick  that  was  headed  in  by  season 
MVP  Karina  Guerrera  of  Montreal.  Midway  through  the 
second,  a tripping  foul  gave  Karina  a chance  to  fire  one 
past  the  RNS  keeper,  which  she  did  to  thunderous  cheers 
from  the  Spartan  fans  that  had  made  the  bus-ride  down 
to  Lennoxville  for  the  final.  After  this,  it  was  a matter 
of  fighting  off  the  tenacious  RNS  attack  and  exhaustion 
until  the  final  whistle. 

This  was  the  third  time  that  the  Girls  Soccer  Spartans 
have  made  it  to  the  CAIS  final,  including  a heartbreak 
shootout  at  home  in  2009.  It  is  also  the  first  win  ever  for 
any  Stanstead  sports  team  at  a national  CAIS  tournament.

'n  boys  soccer,  the  senior  boys  won  the  ETIAC  league 
banner  but  were  bounced  out  of  the  playoffs  in  their 
.semi-final.  The  Spartans’  overall  record  was  5-2-2. 
The  junior  boys  also  had  a strong  season.  While  Rich- 
mond Regional  did  not  field  a team,  Seminaire  Salesien 
joined  ETIAC  this  season  and  proved  to  be  tough  com- 
petition, handing  Stanstead  two  ties  in  the  regular  season 
before  going  down  to  defeat  in  the  playoff  semi-final.  The 
Junior  Spartans  took  on  the  BCS  Bears  in  the  final,  win- 
ning 2- 1 for  the  ETIAC  playoff  trophy. 


n other  fall  sports,  the  Senator  Howard  Trophy  is  back 
in  Stanstead  after  two  years  at  BCS,  during  which  the 
Lennoxville  school  failed  to  field  a football  team. 
The  trophy  was  on  the  table  again  at  this  year’s 
Stanstead  College  Homecoming,  when  BCS  pulled 
together  a team  for  a one-timer  for  the  trophy,  as 

opposed  to  the 
usual  home- 
and-home  for- 
mat. The  Spar- 
tans dominated 
the  outmatched 
Bears  75-6. 
Overall,  the 
Football  Spar- 
tans’ record  this 
season  was  3-3.

Simon  Petraki,  Class  of  1 999 


There  was  no  music  program  to 
speak  of  at  Stanstead  College 
when  Simon  Petraki  ’99 
was  a student  here.  But  music  was 
always  a part  of  Simon’s  life,  and  his 
interest  grew  at  school.  Today,  music 
continues  to  be  a driving  force  for 
the  Montreal-based  alumnus,  now 
operating  his  own  recording  studio, 
Seratone,  in  Griffintown. 

Growing  up  in  Georgeville,  Simon 
and  his  older  brother  Alex  ’97  were 
friends  with  Brad  Goodsell  ’97,  who 
would  go  on  to  form  the  Halifax  band 
In-Flight  Safety.  Brad  sold  Simon  his 
first  guitar  - a replica  flying  V. 

At  Stanstead,  Simon  took 
guitar  lessons  from  Mr. 
Mendietta,  and  by  Grade  10, 
he  was  jamming  with  other 
students  and  a few  teachers, 
including  Mr.  Nelson  and  Mr. 
Van  Dyke. 

“Mr.  Van  Dyke  was 
a big  influence  on  me,” 
recalls  Simon.  “I  ended  up 
accompanying  him  on  many 
Pearl  Jam  songs  at  school 
shows.  Mr.  Van  Dyke  loves  his 
Pearl  Jam...” 

Like  Alex,  Simon  attended 
Marianopolis  after  Grade 
11.  In  fact,  the  brothers  lived 
together  for  six  years  and 
generally  made  music  a part 
of  their  lives,  including  Simon 
offering  guitar  lessons  of  his 


own.  He  also  began  tinkering  with  the 
production  aspect  of  recording. 

After  two  years  in  Business  at 
Concordia,  Simon  decided  to  align  his 
interests  with  his  studies  and  earned 
his  diploma  in  sound  engineering 
from  Recording  Arts  Canada.  But 
life  does  not  always  take  us  where 
we  expect,  and  Simon  found  himself 
landing  a prestige  position  at  a marine 
shipping  company.  And  that’s  when 
they  told  him  he  had  to  lose  the  music. 

“Seven  months  in,  I ended  up  pulling 
the  plug.  I had  a sort  of  epiphany  and 
went  ahead  and  opened  my  own  studio 
in  my  NDG  basement,”  he  recalls. 

The  studio  is  called  Seratone,  which 
plays  nicely  in  French  and  English  and 
picks  up  on  serotonin  - the  chemical 
transmitter  that  delivers  pleasure  to 
the  brain. 

For  the  first  three  years,  Simon 
waited  on  tables  to  make  ends  meet. 
Five  years  ago,  he  took  another  leap 
of  faith  and  moved  into  commercial 
space  in  Griffintown. 

“It’s  a great  space,  close  to  the 
Metro  and  near  a 24-hour  depanneur, 
which  every  recording  session  needs,” 
he  says. 

Seratone  is  a mid-range  recording 
studio  for  music,  corporate  marketing, 
voice-over  work  and  more,  all  in  an 
environment  that  looks  and  feels  like 
someone’s  living  room. 

“The  most  important  part  of 
recording  is  feeling  comfortable.  I

like  to  keep  things  light  and  loose,” 
says  Simon.  “Most  people  who  come 
to  us  have  regular  day  jobs,  so  they 
treat  this  as  a sort  of  vacation  from 
their  everyday  lives.  I want  to  make 
that  a positive  experience.” 

Among  those  clients  was  last  year’s 
Grade  11  Music  class.  Under  the 
guidance  of  teacher  Eric  Grenier,  the 
musicians  came  in  to  record  a few 
numbers,  including  “Don’t  Know 
Why”  by  Norah  Jones.  You  can  hear 
the  results  on  an  SC  Blog  post  Simon 
wrote  about  the  experience  entitled 
“Recording  Road  Trip.” 

Simon  also  composed  and  recorded 
the  music  for  a Stanstead  College 
promotional  video  in  2013. 

“I’ve  always  stayed  in  touch  with 
the  school.  I had  a great  five  years  of 
my  life  there,  so  it’s  nice  to  continue 
that  connection,”  he  says. 

Married  to  another  Stanstead 
alum  - Lucia  Aroyo  ’00  - Simon  is 
currently  expanding  the  studio  and  his 
workforce.  He  is  also  in  the  process 
of  launching  a non-profit  called 
InstruMontreal,  which  will  provide 
used  instruments  to  community 
centres  and  boys-and-girls  clubs. 

“I’ve  finally  hit  a point  where  I’m 
not  worried  about  the  upcoming 
months,”  he  says.  “I  love  working 
with  musicians.  That’s  the  creative 
work  that  gets  me  going.”

women’s  rugby  team  capture  two  CIS  national  titles  and 
two  silvers.  Olivia  recalls  having  to  work  every  year  for 
her  spot  at  X,  but  she  realized  she  would  have  to  work 
even  harder  if  she  was  to  earn  a spot  on  the  national  team. 
Her  first  senior  camp  was  in  November  2013. 
“It  was  really  hard,”  she  remembers.  “The  level  of 
play  was  so  much  more  than  what  I was  used  to, 
so  much  faster.  I knew  that  if  I wanted  to  play  at 
the  World  Cup  level  I would  have  to  get  faster  and 
stronger.” 

With  that  in  mind,  she  took  a year  off  after  grad- 
uation to  dedicate  herself  to  rugby. 

“I  worked  a crappy  job  to  get  by  and  relied  on 
my  friends  and  parents,”  she  said.  She  also  went 
to  England  for  four  months  to  play  in  one  of  the 
premier  leagues,  still  not  knowing  if  it  would  pay 
off.  Everything  was  in  limbo  until  this  past  June 
when  she  received  word  that  she  would  play  on 
Team  Canada. 

“It  was  so  exciting.  I was  at  the  gym  when  I got  the 
news.  I had  to  get  off  the  treadmill. . .”  she  laughed. 

The  Canadian  women  made  it  to  the  final  in  Paris,  their 
first  time  in  the  top  four.  Although  Canada  lost  21-9  to 
England,  Olivia  says  the  game  was  unforgettable. 

“It  was  a great  experience,  but  at  the  same  time  it  felt 
like  just  another  game,  because  I love  the  game  so  much. 
Every  game  to  me  is  like  a final,”  she  said.  “There  was 
never  any  point  in  my  mind  where  I thought  we  were  los- 
ing. There’s  always  time,  and  there’s  always  a part  of  you 
that  wants  to  give  it  your  all.” 

At  22  years  old,  Olivia  was  the  third  youngest  on 
the  team,  plenty  of  time  to  compete  in  future  World 
Cups,  which  is  among  her  goals.  Now  back  in  New 
Brunswick,  Olivia  is  playing  with  a local  club  and 
plans  to  earn  a master’s  degree  in  either  recreation- 
al management  or  athletic  management  at  a school 
with  a competitive  rugby  program,  possibly  Cal- 
gary or  Victoria. 


Across  the  Atlantic,  a long  way  from  Woodstock, 
NB,  Olivia  DeMerchant  stood  on  a rugby  pitch 
in  Paris  this  past  August,  a stadium  of  people 
surrounding  her,  many  waving  Canadian  flags.  Her  par- 
ents were  in  the  crowd 
somewhere.  It  was  the 
end  of  a long,  gruel- 
ing road:  the  Women’s 
Rugby  World  Cup  fi- 
nal against  mighty  En- 
gland. 

“It’s  a little  surreal, 
isn’t  it?”  said  Olivia, 

Class  of  2009,  a month 
after  that  final.  “You 
get  on  the  field  like 
it’s  just  another  rugby 
game,  and  you  look  at 
your  jersey  and  realize  you’re  representing  your  country, 
your  family,  your  friends,  everyone!” 

Representing  her  country  at  the  World  Cup  is  just  the 
latest  achievement  for  Olivia,  who  completed  her  Grade 
11  and  12  years  at  Stanstead.  She  had  played  rugby  all 
through  her  high  school  years,  but  the  numbers  were  few 
in  her  native  New  Brunswick,  one  of  the  reasons  she  came 
to  Stanstead. 

At  Stanstead  (where  she  also  played  soccer,  hockey  and, 
in  her  senior  year,  football),  Olivia  honed  her  rugby  skills 
under  coach  Eryn  Hessian,  who  encouraged  her  to  try  out 
for  the  national  U20  team.  While  she  didn’t  make  it  that 
first  time,  her  tryout  put  her  on  the  radar,  and  she  made  the 
team  a year  later. 

“Ms.  Hessian  is  one  of  the  main  people  I attribute  my 
success  to,”  said  Olivia.

“Soon,  because  of  the  people  I met  here,  my  outlook  on 
life  and  my  world  view  opened  up  significantly,”  she  said. 

After  graduating  from  Stanstead,  Ms.  Germain  decided 
that,  while  earning  her  engineering  degree  from  Queen’s 
University,  she  would  simultaneously  learn  five  languages. 
She  already  had  two  - French  and  English  - so  that  left  only 
three:  Spanish,  German  and  Mandarin.  Her  efforts  took 
her  around  the  world.  As  if  that  wasn’t  far  enough  from 
her  presumed  path,  she  then  became  a yoga  instructor.  But 
even  then,  the  call  of  the  family  business  was  strong,  and 
eventually  she  responded. 

“Today,  I work  with  teams  of  people  in  diverse 
fields:  architecture,  design,  engineering,  hospitality  and 
communications.  It’s  as  if  everything  I have  done  just 
meshed  together,  naturally.  All  my  experiences  came 
together,”  she  said.  “I  was  very  fortunate  in  life.  The  deep 
family  roots,  the  deep  Stanstead  roots  and  the  occasional 
road  not  taken  somehow  were  all  working  out.” 

Ms.  Germain  concluded  by  telling  the  students  to  invent 
their  future. 

“As  I am  sure  you  will,  I have  fond  memories  of  this 
place.

Ten  trips  to  change  the  world 


This  coming  March,  Stanstead 
College  students  and  teachers 
will  be  heading  to  Honduras. 
As  in  the  past,  this  will  be  no  pleasure 
cruise.  The  Stanstead  team  will  be 
digging,  hauling,  lifting,  building 
and  sweating  as  they  participate  in 
a work  project  in  conjunction  with 
Habitat  for  Humanity. 

This  will  be  the  tenth  such  trip 
for  the  school  (every  spring  but  one 
since  2005).  Teacher  Eryn  Hessian 
has  taken  part  in  all  of  them,  and  they 
never  get  old,  she  says. 

“Eve  done  it  nine  times,  and 
usually  around  this  time  of  year  I feel 
like  that’s  enough,  because  it’s  a lot 
of  work  to  get  organized  and  do  the 
fundraising.  And  then  I go  on  the  trip, 
and  it’s  like,  ‘Holy  cow!  Of  course 
I’m  doing  this  again  next  year!  ’” 
Habitat  for  Humanity  is  a global 
non-profit  that  mobilizes  volunteers 
and  community  partners  to  build 
affordable  housing  and  promotes 
home-ownership  as  a means  of 
breaking  the  cycle  of  poverty. 

Over  the  years,  College 
students  and  teachers  have 
helped  build  homes  in  Mexico, 
Ghana,  Costa  Rica  and  El 
Salvador.  The  bud  for  the  idea 


may  have  come  after  student  Kim 
McNamara  (2004)  participated  in  a 
Habitat  operation  while  attending  a 
Round  Square  conference  in  South 
Africa  in  the  fall  of  2003,  but  it  was 
former  teacher  Tania  Portelli  who 
organized  the  first  College  trip  to 
Chiapas,  Mexico.  She  had  a vision  of 
helping  in  the  developing  world,  with 
a previous  interest  in  Guatamala. 
Like-minded  teachers  Eryn  Hessian 
and  Christian  Wells  helped  get  the 
ball  rolling. 

“One  of  the  reasons  we  liked 
Habitat  is  they  are  so  well  organized 
and  they  have  a lot  of  experience 
ensuring  their  volunteers’  safety,” 
said  Ms.  Hessian.  “For  example, 
when  Chiapas  became  unstable,  they 
recommended  we  not  return  for  a 
third  year.” 

The  other  thing  that  makes  Habitat 
appealing,  she  said,  is  that  every 
volunteer  has  to  make  a donation 
to  the  organization.  That  money 
becomes  the  foundation  - quite 
literally  - of  the  home.  In  fact,  people 
who  want  a Habitat  home  must  first 
volunteer  with  the  organization  on 
other  builds.  This  helps  them  take 
ownership  of  the  program  as  well  as 
the  process. 


“Raising  money  can  be  a lot  of 
work,  plus  the  airfare,  but  it’s  not 
just  the  house  that  we’re  working  on 
but  20  or  30  houses  down  the  road. 
We’re  the  spark  to  get  other  houses 
moving,”  said  Ms.  Hessian.  “After 
all,  what  can  we  do?  We’re  unskilled 
labour.  We  can  work  at  one-tenth 
the  speed  of  someone  who  actually 
knows  what  they’re  doing.  When  you 
get  right  down  to  it,  Habitat  doesn’t 
really  need  our  physical  bodies  to 
build  the  house.  The  going  there  is 
for  us.” 

Going  there,  though,  has  a huge 
impact  on  the  students.  They  return 
from  these  trips  using  words  like 
“life-changing”  and  “eye-opening,” 
so  much  so  that  it  sounds  cliche.  But 
being  cliche  doesn’t  diminish  their 
truth  nor  the  impact  such  a trip  can 
have  on  young  minds. 

“No  matter  where  a student  comes 
from,  this  broadens  their  world  view,” 
said  Ms.  Hessian.  “The  spectrum 
of  the  world  when  they  travel  as 
tourists  is  not  what  see  when  they’re 
on  a Habitat  trip.  We’re  going  off  the 
beaten  path. 

The  students  see  a way  to  make  a 
difference  in  people’s  lives,  she  said, 
but  they’re  also  making  a difference 
in  themselves. 

“They  come  back  and  spread  the 
word,”  she  said.  “They  carry  it  with 
them,  they  tell  someone,  they  may 
contribute  to  others  doing  the  same 
thing.  It’s  a big  trickle-down  effect. 
They’ll  always  see  the  world  just  a 
little  bit  differently.”

Eli  Birge,  participant,  Habitat  trip  to  Ghana,  2007 

It  was  an  opportunity  to  see  the  loveliest  and  ugliest  that  the  world 
has  to  offer.  I distinctly  remember  the  sweet  smells  of  open  sewers 
in  Accra  and  ripe  mangoes  falling  from  trees  in  rural  Kofiase.  On  a 
sun-bleached  beach  in  Cape  Coast,  during  one  of  last  days  in  Ghana, 
smiling  children  with  stomachs  bloated  from  malnutrition  joined  our 
soccer  game.  This  was  a representative  scene  from  the  trip,  because 
it  reminds  me  how  Africa  eludes  any  simple  characterization.  It’s  a 
thrilling,  messy  mix  of  the  grim  and  the  hopeful.  I’m  happy  to  hear 
that  the  College  still  runs  these  trips,  because  they  help  create  alumni 
who  are  more  conscious  of  and  participatory  in  global  issues.

For  me  personally  the  Habitat  trips  are  an  opportunity  to  be  reminded 
of  the  good  fortune  with  which  I have  been  blessed.  Each  year  I am 
astounded  by  the  dire  poverty  in  which  people  live  their  entire  lives 
and  struck  by  the  random  luck  which  provides  so  much  to  some  and  so 
little  to  others.  It’s  an  opportunity  to  acknowledge  such  injustice  and 
make  at  least  a gesture  of  redress.  It’s  also  an  opportunity  to  witness 
the  reaction  of  students;  to  see  the  reality  of  it  all  each  time  anew, 
through  eyes  observing  for  the  first  time.  As  such  it’s  an  opportunity 
to  be  reminded  of  right  from  wrong  and  to  resolve  to  be  on  the  side  of 
good.  Ultimately,  it’s  an  opportunity  to  express  love  for  one’s  fellow 
human  being  through  a tangible  act.  This  said,  make  no  mistake,  these 
trips  are  unbelievably  rewarding  and  personally  enriching  because  the 
truth  of  the  matter  is  this:  the  more  you  give,  the  more  you  get. 


Students  earn  AP  accolades 


The  past  year’s  Grade  12  class  performed  exceptionally 
well  on  the  Advanced  Placement  (AP)  exams  in 
different  subjects,  with  one  student  earning  an  AP 
International  Diploma  - a first  for  the  school. 

AP  exams  are  scored  on  a 5 -point  scale,  with  a 3 meaning 
“qualified,”  or  that  the  student  has  proven  capable  of 
doing  the  work  of  an  introductory-level  college  course  in 
that  particular  subject.  A 4 is  a rating  of  “well  qualified” 
and  a 5 is  “extremely  well  qualified. 

The  College  Board,  which  oversees  the  exams  awards 
AP  Scholar  certificates  to  students  who  receive  scores  of  3 
or  higher  on  three  or  more  exams,  while  AP  Scholar  with 
Honor  certificates  are  granted  to  students  who  receive  an 
average  score  of  at  least  3.25  on  all  AP  exams  taken,  and 
scores  of  3 or  higher  on  four  or  more  of  these  exams. 

There  were  three  AP  Scholars  in  the  Class  of  2014: 
Roger  Peng  of  Taichung,  Taiwan,  Tina  Wang  of  Taipei, 
Taiwan  and  Asia  Wisco  from  Peterborough,  Ont. 


There  were  nine  AP  Scholars  with  Honors: 
Alex  Clermont  of  Ogden,  Que.;  Rory  Butler  of 
Coventry,  Vt;  Andrew  Donaldson  from  Stittsville, 
Ont.;  Da  Fu  of  Mudanjiang,  China;  Ray  LePabic 
of  Dhahran,  Saudi  Arabia;  Tristan  Ovesson  from 
Paris,  France;  Jackson  Qiu  of  Zhuhai,  China; 
Kevin  Wang  of  Zhangzhou,  China;  and  Malcolm 
Wood-Downey  of  Magog,  Que. 

Andrew  Donaldson,  who  took  six  AP  courses, 
including  French,  also  received  a prestigious  AP 
International  Diploma,  “a  globally  recognized 
award  for  students  interested  in  pursuing 
university  study  outside  of  their  native  country. 
It  requires  students  to  display  mastery  on  AP 
Exams  across  several  disciplines,  and  represents 
an  exceptional  level  of  achievement.”

Prior  to  Remembrance  Day,  two  handsome 
granite  plaques  were  mounted  on  the  Alumni 
Memorial  Gates  at  the  main  entrance  of  the 
College.
